Through  his  involvement  with  Basketball  he  has  helped  to  produce  many  talented  basketball  players. 

Overall  he  is  always  looking  for  way  to  improve  things  that  will  be  good  for  the  students. 

Some  of  his  other  accomplishments  include  being  a  Middle  School  Principal,  a  Varsity  Basketball 
Coach,  -a  High  School  English  Teacher  and  last  but  not  least  a  High  School  Principal. 
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The  man  whose  name  is  symonymous  with  Charlevoix  High  School  sports,  Ray  Kipke  died  April  29, 
1993. 

The  Red  Rayders  and  Kipke  Field  were  named  to  honor  him.  He  is  best  remembered  by  his  former 
players  for  instilling  in  them  principles  of  teamwork,  commitment,  hardwork  and  obeying  the  rules.

The  ultimate  honor  any  coach  could  receive  would  be  the  induction  into  the  Michigan  High  School 
Coaches  Hall  of  Fame.  Kipke  was  given  this  honor  in  1974.  He  was  also  inducted  into  the  Michigan  High 
School  Football  Coaches  Hall  of  Fame  in  April  1993.
